NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


The Triennial Dinner in ailof the Fands of the Borough Jewish Schools is 
to take place at the Criterion Hotel, on Wednesday next. These Schools, situ- 
ated in Walworth, are surrounded by the thickly populated districts of South- 
wark, Bermondsey, Camberwell, Peckham, Brixton, Clapham and Lambeth, all of 
which contain a fair proportion of Jewish inhabitants. No other institution of 
the kind exists in the vast transpontine portion of the metropolis, where our 
poorer brethren can obtain a combined secular and religious education for their 
children. There is every reason to believe that in both branches of instruction 
the most gratifying results are produced. Owing, however, to the almost total 
absence of endowments and tothe paucity of subscribers, the Committee are 
compelled to make an appeal to the benevolent public about once in every three 
years. The institution, it is pleasiag to remember, has never lacked influential 
friends. The late Baroness Mayer de Rothschild took a lively interest in its 
fortunes, and was in fact the founder and sole supporter of the small school, out 
of which the larger institution has grown. The Presidency of these 
schoola was the first public office of any kind held by Baron Henry de 
Worms. Since his retirement his position has been filled with great éclat by 
Mr. Arthur Cohen, who represents the adjoining constituency of Southwark in 
Parliament. The Chair at the approaching Festival Dinner will be taken by Mr. 
Claude G. Montefiore, a gentleman who is proving himself one of the intellectual 
forces of the community, and who seems resolved to crowna youth of much 
promise with a manhood of wide-reaching and practical usefulness. We sincerely 
hope that both he and the President will be worthily sapported on Wednesday 
evening next, and that their advocacy may result in a substantial ‘accession to 
the funds of the institution. 


We learn with much regret the death of Mrs. Laurence Oliphant at Haifa. 
This charming and accomplished lady was, like her distinguished husband, 
among the warmest friends of the Jews. Her intcrest in their fate sprang from 
the natural sympathies of a truly religious temperament, and was pure and free 
from the soul-grabbing instinct of the conversionist. The creed of her lifeis prob- 
ably to be gathered from “ Sympneumita,” a remairkib'e volume edited by Mr. 
Laurence Oliphant. The grace refinement of. her intellectual 
character is no less apparent in this and her other few. published 
writings then it was to those who had the privilege of meeting her. Born of a 
French facher and an English mother, Mrs. Oliphant accompanied her husband to 
America, and passed some little time in this country about five years 
ag, shortly before she emigrated with Mr. Oliphant to the Holy Land, to live 
and, unhappily to die, in scenes s) full of inspiration, above the waters of the 
Great Sea, and beneath the ridge of Mount Carmel. 


The death of Joseph Maas removes from the musical world, and from the 
world in general, one of its brightest ornaments, and accentuates the oft-told 
lesson of the uncertainty of even the brightest career. Joseph Maas, as is well 
known, was of Jewish extraction, his grandfather having employed a voice very 
much like that possessed by his grandson in Synagogue service as a Chazan. The 
possession of masical talent amongst Jews is often commented upon, and sometimes 
reveals itself with singular force. A week or two ago wercported a concert given 
in aid of a Church Restoration Fuad, the whole of the performers in which were 
Jews—surely a sign of toleration as well as musical talent. A concert was given 
at Kilburn on Thursday week in aid of a Christian Home for Crippled Children, 
at which some of the principal items were contributed by Jews, Last week, too, 
we noticed a Concert of Pupils given by one of the most popnlar teachers in 
Birmingham, the programme of which was crowded with Jewish names, 
When asked the reason for his selection, Mr. Twomey declared that he had 
employed “the best material at hand.” And now the death of Joseph Maas 
leaves an absolute gap in the profession he adorned, for there is no one who can 
quite take his place, this being but a repetition of the loss at the time felt still 
more generally by the death of Braham. It seems probable that we shall main 
tain our celebrity for tenor voices, for the “coming man” in this respect is a 
young coreligionist, Mr. Isidore de Lara, who gives ample promise of one day 
filling the place so prematurely rendered vacant by the demise of Maas. 


Major Isaac is to be heartily congratulated upon the successful opening this 
week of the Mersey Tunnel by the Prince of Wales. Cherche: la femme is a4 
saying on which the variation “cherchez I'/sraélite” may often be played. The 
great industrial operations are frequently facilitated by Jewish pe rtinacity and 
ability, and few better specimens of these characteristics of the race are to be 
found than in Major [saac. At the age of 70 he took up the apparently hop - 
leas task of tunnelling the Mersey and has brought it to a brilliantly successful 
conclusion. Major Isaac won his title by levying a body of volunteers from his 
own men when he was in business with his brother, Mr. Saul Isaac, formerly 
M.P. and member of the Board of Deputies, as Isaac and Campbell, military con- 
tractors. The firm were the most enterprising of blockade runners, the most 
zealous supporters in Europe of the Confederate Government. Like the Secretary 
of that Government, the late J. P. Benjamin, Q.C., the brothers struck out a new 


career after its fall ; one became a colliery proprietor at Nottingham, member for 
that borough, and stood for Central Finsbury last election ; the other is the 
Lesseps of the Mersey tunnel, and won on Wednesday the thanks of North- 


Western England, rendered by the kindly and gracious voice of the Heir- 
Apparent. 


A remarkable and interesting history is attached to the railings or panels for 
the Reading Desk, presented by Mr. David Isaacs, of Westminster, to the new 
German Synagogue, Spital Square, which was consecrated on Sunday last. The 
panels which are of real bronze, formed part of the original stern gallery and 
quarter-deck of the “ Royal Oak,” one of Nelson's line of battle ships. This ship 
was broken up last year, and Mr. Isaacs having purchased the whole of the 
metal work, preserved some relics which were found during the process of 
demolition. Among these relics were the railings or panels, which Mr. Isaacs 
caused to be gilded prior to their present ition to the German Synagogue, 


The well deserved rebuff given by King Louis Philippe of France: to Gene- 
ral Wolff, who had thought to gain additional favours froin his Sovereign by 
changing his religion, has evidently been taken'to heart by Herr Trefort, the 
Hungarian Minister of Justice, who, if he bears little love for the Jews, seems 
to like converted Jews still less. A young Jewish professor who had been unable 
to obtain a Government post from the Minister on account of his religion,was ad 
vised by a friend to embrace Christianity as the solemeans of gaining his object. 
He once more tmportuned Herr Trefort, this time not for a situation but to act as 
his sponsor at the baptism. His Excellency consented, but not until 
he had endeavoured without success, however, to dissuade the young man from 
the step he was about to take. The Professor became a Christian, but still no 
official post was given to him. Some time afterwards a vacancy occurred, and on 
his applying for it, the Minister told him that he had given it toa Jew whio 
had not abjured his faith. 


There can be no doubt that nuts formed a favourite article of Jewish food 
from very ancient times. Even in Genesis we find Jacob sending Pharaoh a 
present of which nuts (probably pistachio nuts) formed an item. Almonds still 
occupy a more prominent place in Jewish than in general cookery. 
So confirmed was the liking for nuts, that in order to prevent their use at 
certain times in the year a distinct prohibition to that effect was inserted in the 
Shulchan Aruch. The old custom of not eating nuts till Sh’mence Axreth will 
be familiar to our readers. Its origin is that the Hebrew word for nut (FISH), is 
equal in arithmetical value (Gematria) to (moon (sin). It app ars, however. incor- 
rect to assume that the nuts givento the children on the eve of Passover were 
intended for games, as a recent correspondent of Notes cn? Queries supposes. 
Probably Jewish children did play some sort of pyramids with nuts, as may be 
seen from the cognomen “ nut-pile ’ applied to Rabbi Tarphon. ‘This learned 
Rabbi acquired the curious title from his readiness to accumulate information 
gatliered from Torah, Midrash, Mishnah alike, whether hagadah or. halachah 
But the nuts which were given to the children on the Passover were meant to 
be eaten, though possibly they were also used in play. it is not quite clear 
whether these nuts, parched corn and so forth, were apportioned to the children 
before or after the commencement of the Pussover. The language of 
Pesachim is rather obscure ; and though we believe that the practice applied 
only to the day before the festival was inaugurated, yet it anay be fairly main- 
tained that it extended to the evening also. 


DaMAScUS.—Last year the Jewish community at Damascus was threatened hy 
the local administration with the expropriation of a portion of its ceme‘ery. In 
order to avoid a conflict as to the extent of its cemetery, the Committee decided to 
enclose it by means of a wall, A subscription was opened for this purpose, but 
proved a complete failure, owing to the prevailing misery among the Damascene 
Jews. M. Stambouli, of Beyrouth, consequently paid the whole of the expenses, 
amounting to about 10,000 frances, 


JEWISH FUNCTIONARIES IN CHINA.—A Chinese General, Tcheng-hKi-Tong 
recently delivered a lecture in Paris, in the course of which he claimed for his 
country the sympathy of free Europe, since the Chinese practised complete liberty 
of conscience. As an illustration, he mentioned that among the State function- 
aries were Jews, Christians, Mahomedans, and Buddhists. It would be interesting 
to learn more about the Jewish public officials of the Celestial Empire. 


FRANKFORT.—An anonymous philanthropist has given the munificent gift of 
100,000 marks to the school of the “ Religions Gese!}schaft ’’ (the Orthodox Con- 
gregation) at Frankfort-on-the-Main. The same donor has place? in the hands of 
the authorities a further sum of 12,000 marks, in order that the translation of the 
Pentateach, with commentary by Rabbi Hirsch, shoald b: available to the Jewish 
public at 10 marks, instead of 50 marks, the copy. 


PRAGUE.—On the 26th of last month the renowned Orientalist, Professor Dr 
Kiimpf, celebrated a forty years “Jubilee” as preacher. Forty years ago Dr 
Kiimpf, then preacher at Mecklenburg-Strelitz, was invited by the Congregation cf 
the Temp'e in Prague to fill the vacant pulpit in that place of worship, Since t>at 
period his sermons have gained for him a reputation even beyond the circle of his 
own congregation. Asa pupil of Gesenius, Koliger, and other Orientalists, he soon 
began to devo'e himself to the study of languages, and in 185 he was appointed 
Professor at the University of Prague. He has written numerous works on Oriental 
subjects. 


PARIS.—The Academy of Medic:ne in Paria has elected as Titular Member in 
the Section of Therapeutics Dr, Hayem, Professor in the Faculty of Medicine. 

MARRIAGE Portion Soctety.—A General Meeting of the Marriage Portion 
Society was held on Tuesday, Mr. L. M. Myers, President, in the Chair. A vacancy 
was declared for the election of a couple to receive a dowry of £25, Mr. L. M.

The good old order of 
things to which you refer, when the sciw/e and school were one, doubtless originated 
in necessity : but it does not follow that the system should be perpetuated, regard- 
less of circumstances, under the new order of things, and with our altered ideas as 
to the decorum and sanctity which should pervade a sacred building. 

In a previous refer nee to the same subject, you say it certainly appears strange 
that the parents of the pupils should be appealed to for support whilst in the same 
breath they are told that no fees are expected, Surely there is nothing strange in ask- 
ing those pare nts who can afford to do so to contribute roluntarily in common with 
others, in order that those who cannot afford to pay may have the advantage. It is 
difficult. to understand why the privilege of sending children to the Classes should 
be made the ground for exemption from a trifling contribution towards their main- 
tenance on the part of those parents whose means enable them to give the trifle 
expected from them. I trust the result will prove that they entertain a different 
opinion, and that they will thus show their appreciation of the praiseworthy efforts 
and labour which Mr. Gouldstein has undertaken in their behalf, 

Yours obediently, Henry HART, 
“i, Highbury New Park, Jan. 18th, 1886, 
MUSIC IN THE SYNAGOGUE, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir.—No littl has been said within the last few weeks for and against .the 
introduction of an organ in the s)nagogue, but not one of your correspondents has 
deemed it worth while tosuggest a plan calculated to improve, without the aid of that 
instrument, the very inefficient singing of our choirs which, to my mind, lies at the 
root of the present controversy, Any person with but a fair musical education will 
unhesitatingly admit that our synagogical singing leaves a good deal to desire. Our 
choirs are for the most part composed of harsh basses, throaty and unmusical tenors 
and nasa! trebles who are not particular as to correctintonation. I haveoften heard 
on the Continent choirs unaccompanied by an organ whose singing I- feel 
assured was sufficiently soul-stirring to convince the most ardent reformer 
of the superfluousness of that much overrated instrument in predisposing the mind 
to religious worship. Among others I may mention the choir of the old Temple in 


the Rue Notre Damede Nazareth, Paris. when under the direction of the late 


eminent Chazan and Composer M,. Naumbourg (who, by the way, considered the 
organ quite unnecessary in the synagogue—an opinion which is shared at the present 
time by no less an authority than the well-known Cantor of Vienna, Dr. Sulzer). 
It would be well if the advocates of instrumental music had had an opportunity of 
listening to the exquisite and refined singing of the choir above referred to ; they 
would have been able to judge of the excellent results that can be obtained by 
simple means, viz., six trained,adult singers, and a dozen equally well-cultivated 
trebles, No organ in the world could have enhanced the sublime effectof this: compact 
body of human voices which, after all, are the most perfect of instruments. | 
have besides found by experience that the organ can hardly be associated with many 
of our ancient melodies without robbing them of their peculiar al/ ure. 

Weare told in the Mishna that there existed in Jerusalem a free school in 
which music was taught to the young Levites with a view of improving the chant. 
ing of these portions of the service that were allotted to them, But in this cur 
nineteenth century I would like to know how many of our choristers can be pointed 
out as having been initiated into the mysteries of notation, Is it not a fact that the 
tunes have to be “ drummed " into them ? 

Moreover, it must be admitted that many of our modera tunes com posed 
by mere Dilettanti are totally unsuitable for the synagogue, and ought therefore 
to be put aside in favour of the accepted musical works of men who were both 
gifted musicians and renowned Chazanim. What wa want are choristers possess- 

» ing a fair knowledge of music and whose voices have also been adequately culti- 
vated, Superior individual capacity will improve the general effect of the ensembie,

SPAIN AND MOROCCO. 
Mr. H. Guedalla bas addressed the following letter to the Spanish Prime 
Minister :—

London, 2nd January, 1886. 
llis Excellency D. Praxedes Ma Sagasta, 

Dear Sir,—Permit me to congratulate youon your advent at the present critical 
moment, Iam perfectly sure that during the time you remain in office the true 
interests of your noble country will be in the hands of a patriotic statesman. 

I recall myself to the recollection of your Excellency by means of the en- 
closed documents, on looking at which you will at once recognise my position, and 
see that I was in Madrid and Tangiers in the year 1864, io the company of my 
‘Illustrious uncle, the late Sir Moses Montefiore, when an Imperial Edict was obtained 
from the Sultan of Morocco, granting increased privileges to the Jewish population 

e Kingdom of Morocco. RS 
: as am as to tell you that on learning the death of my uncle, the Edict In 
question was revoked, afact which has so agitat: d the Jews that they are seeking 
assistance from the representatives of the European Powers in Morocco, begging 
from them their intervention, so that so shameful a revocation may not remain 10 

I therefore appeal to the goodness of your Excellency to send immediate instruc- 
tions to the representative of Spain in Morocco, to protest energetically against the 
re-establishment of those barbarous regulations affecting the Jews in a form even 
worse than prior to 1564, after a lapse of 22 years.

Senor Sugasta replied within 24 hours after the receipt of Mr. Guedalla’s 
letter to the effect that he would bring it under the notice of the Minister of 
State, so that he might in turn communicate it to the Spanish Representative in 
Morocco, with the object desired. 


THE JEWS IN MOROOCO. 

The Alliance Israélite Universelle refers in its last Monthly Report to the 
information we reproduced from the Daily News of the 25th December as to 
the rescinding by the Sultan of privileges accorded to the Jews through the 
personal intercession of the late Sir Moses Montefiore. The Central Committee 
observes: This news appears to us to be unfounded. His Sheriftian Majesty will 
certuinly not recall the benevolent measures which were adopted by his prede- 
cessors in favour of the Moorish Jews, and were spontaneously confirmed by 
the Madrid Conference in 1880. What has probably given rise to the statement 
is an order of the Governor of the city of Morocco, reviving the prohibi- 
tion against the wearing of shoes by Jews on going into the town. It is known 
that this measure, which isso humiliating for the Jews, is still in force, theo- 
retically, at least, in most towns of the interior. For some time, however, it had 
been in abeyance in Morocco city. If we take into account the cruelty of forcing 
poor people, when leaving their own quarter, to walk barefooted .on sharp 
pebbles, and the physical and moral cruelty which this treatment inflicts upon 
the Jews, we cannot be astonished at the emotion which the order issued by the 
Governor of the city of Moroccoin the name of the Sultan has aroused among 
them. We may hope that the action of the European legations, so beneficent in 
the towns on the coast, will also make itself felt, under present circumstances, 
in favour of the Jews in the interior. 


Society PROMOTERS OF CHARITY.—The members of this society held their 
annual dinner, to celebrate the elose of the year’s operations, on Monday evening at 
the Bedford Hotel, Holborn, under the Chairmanship of the newly-elected President, 
Mr. Asher Isaacs, The Society has been in existence for 45 years, and during this 
period it has performed much useful but unobtrusive work in collecting funds for 
the purpose of distributing bread, meat and coal tickets during the winter to the 
necessitous poor, The members are but 18 in number, but through their exertiors 
for the recent “ benefit “at the Opera Comique Theatre, a sum exceeding £400 
was collected, At the conclusion of the dinner (which was admirably served by 
Mr.L. Levien, of Seymour Street, N.W.), the Chairman successively proposed the 
usual loyal toasts and ‘* Prosperity to the Promoters of Charity Society.” He ex- 
pressed the hope that the institution would continue to prosper as it had done in 
the past, and he, as also subsequent speakers, commended the harmonious spirit in 
which the small band of members worked together. Mr, Michael Raphael, founder 
of the charity, acknowledged the toast.

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BOARD OF DEPUTIES. 


A letter was read from the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, enclosing 
copies of despatches received from Sir John Drammond Hay, H. M. Minister at 
Tangier, ou the subject of outrages committed on Jews in Morocco. The despatches 
which were very voluminous, and dated from July to December last, dwelt chiefly 
on the continuance of the persecution of the Jews of Demnat, and on the repeated 
reprerentations of Sir J. D. Hay that the Governor of Demnat (who it appears 
had not died fromthe dose of arsenic administered to him) should be diemiss:d 
both in the interests of the Jews and on account of the violation of promises made 
to the representatives of the European Powers. In his last despatch, Sir J. D. 
Hay reported that he had complained to the Moorish Government of a number 
of murderous outrages committed on Jews in and near Fez, to which the Marquis of 
Salisbury's attention had been call-d by the Board of Deputies and the Anglo- 
Jewish Association. 

The correspondence was referred to the Joint Committee of the Board and the 
Association, 

The Solicitor and Secretary submitted a letter (forwarded by the Anglo-Jewish 
Association) describing fresh repressive measures which had been adopted by the 
Roamanian Government to the injury of Jewish communities and individuals, The 
writer suggested that one measure of checking the persecution of the Jews would 
be to place them under the protection of a foreign government. 

A correspondence was brought up which had taken place between the President 
of the Board and the Governing Body of St. Paul's school, as to the desirabiliiy of 
relieving Jewish pupils from attendance after sunset on Friday. The Board having 
applied to the Governors to receive a deputation, were asked in reply to state their 
views in writing. 

On the motion of Mr. S. V. AprAHAM, it was resolved that the suggestion of 
the Governors of the School be acted upon. It was further resolved, on the motion 
of Mr. E.tis A. FRANKLIN, that the Chief Rabbi be reque ted, in order to strengthen 
the case of the Board, to state tothe Board his views on the subject of the attend- 
ance of Jewish pupils at school on Fridays after the commencement of Sabbath. 

The Secretary having brought to the notice of the Board the question of joint 
action with the United Synagogue relative to Industrial Schools, he was instructed 
to press the claim of the Board to participate in any action taken on the subject 
with the public authorities. | 

The meeting terminated witha vote of thanks to the Caair.

EXHIBITION OF TILE WORKS OF SIR JOHN E. MILLAIS, R.A. 


The Exhibition now on view at the Grosvenor Gallery is one which must 
make the heart of every Englishman glow with pride that such able work should 
be the outcome of the artistic spirit of our country and generation. Excepting, 
perhaps, the recent exhibition of Meissonier’s pictures in Paris, no such imposing 
display of the genius of | moc rt | unter has been pl i “ed before the people of 
any nationality for many years. It comes asa herald of the artistic rejuven- 
escence which is daily gathering fresh force and bids fair to cast a lustre over the 
latest years of our century. We may mention asa curious fact that when in 1850 
the critics of the day were engaged in ridiculing the pre-Raphaelite picture “ Christ 
in the House of his Parents ’ (No 4 in the present exhibition), it was the Jewish 
artist, Abraham Solomon, who recognised and hailed its painter as a “rising 
genius.’ The hundred and fifty-nine works exhibited have been selected with 
a view of showing the various phases of the artist's skill. It is doubtless owing 
to the limited space that many well-known pictures do not finda place. Amongst 
those belonging to Jewish owners we miss the series owned by Mr. Wertheimer, 
including “ Cinderella,” “ The Mistletoe Girl,” and “ A Message from the Sea ”’ 
“Lady Peggy Primrose”; the portrait of Mrs. Samuel Boddington, exhibited 
at the Academy in 1879, under the title of “ Portrait of a Lady"; and “ Walter, 
son of Lord Rothechild.””. We have, however, in “ Mrs. Sebastian Schlesiager ”’ 
(32), lent by Mr. Henry Schlesinger, a portrait which will vie with any of the 
beauties who have been the theme of Sir John’s brush. Seen nearly full face, 
and with her hands in her muff, this lady looks with fascinating gaze upon the 
beholder. “ Mrs. James Stern” (90), lent by Mr. James Stern, is a fine por- 
trait, the red velvet dress the lady wears, being beautifully rendered. This pic- 
ture was inthe Academy in 1882. Not far off hangs “ Mrs, Bischoffsheim " (95), 
one of the best portraits in the Gallery. Unfortunately, too much prominence is 
given to the brocaded gown, which, with its bunches of flowers rendered in 
bright colours, distracts attention from the intellectual face of the sitter. The 
portrait of the late “ Earl of Beaconstield ” (84), possesses considerable interest 
from the circumstances under which it was painted, but the death of the great 
Conservative Leader prevented its being finished.

When Sir John Millais attempts Scriptural subjects from the Old 
Testament, he seems to treat them in a_ hesiteting half-hearted manner, 
and rarely rises to the solemnity of the occasion. An instance of this 
is “Esther” (118), painted in 1855, where we find the artist’s idea of 
a Jewish maiden, portrayed as. a modern lady clad in a_ flowing 
Japanese robe, standing at the threshold of an éntrance-hall.. There 
is absolutely nothing to connect this picture with Esther, not even the 


type of feature. It would be well to change the title, as the picture would 
apply with more truth to almost any ofthe heroines of antiquity with the excep- 
tion of the one selected. We find the same model doing duty in “ Jepthah,” 
painted in 1867, as Jephthah’s daughter. This subject is also treated in a modern, 
conventional manner. But whatever objection may betaken to the artist's ren- 
dering of the incident, the fine treatment of the skin which drapes Jephthah’s 
shoulders, and the painting of tlhe shield in the foreground, must commiand 
adiniration. 

More satisfactory is “ Victory O Lord!” (or as it is also named “Joshua’’) 
(98), painted in 1871, which evinces a much more carnest endeavour to grapple 
with the subject in a lofty and reverent manner. Three life-size figurés 
of pronounced Jewish type represent Moses seated on a atone, supp rted 
by Aaron and Hur. The Moses is a dignified and powerful representation of the 
prophet, the anatomy of the body being searching without being obtruded, 
and the face is lighted up with the expression of an absorbing endeavour to 
extend victory to the people he loves eo well. Aaron and Hur hold the tired 
arms of the leadcr of Israel, the features of the latter expressing a doubt that his 
failing powers will longer serve to support his master, whilst Aaron gazes 
with interest upon the combat which is progressing in the valley beneath. This 
picture is one of the most satisfactory renderings of a Scriptural subject, which 
has been recently exhibited. 

Taking the exhibition as a whole it isa thoroughly representative onc, and 
the public appreciation should well repay Sir Coutts Lindsay's enterprise. 


Grrais’ SCHOOL AT MOGADOR.—A correspondent senta us from Mogador, 
(Morocco), an interesting account of the opening. of a Jewish Girls Schoolin the 
town on the 24th December, which he describes s8 a red letter day in the annals of 
the J: wish congregation. The school was oricinaily a private undertaking started 
a few months ago by Mra. Moses Corcos. (cdc Miss Duraut) whountil her marriage 
last year, kept a private achool in the North of London, Through the interceasion 
of the late Rabbi Klma’eb, the Ans! -Jewieh Association readily agreed to subven- 
tion Mrs, Corcaos’ School on condition that she received 50 girls of the Jewish poor, 
several of whom had been rescued from the gir's’ school of the Miseicnaries.

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THE CONSOLIDATION OF 


THE COMMUNITY. 


The consecration of the new “ German " Synagogue in Spital Square 
on Sunday, was made the occasion of some thoughtful and significant 
observations by Mr. Samvet Monrtace, that were received by his auditors 
with mingled feelings of approval and distrust. His remarks upon the 
title of the “ German ” Synagogue, and upon the circumstance that all its pro- 
ceedings are conducted in German, leading to the isolation of its members from 
their fellow Jews, were counterbalanced by his significant advocacy of ‘* Home 
Rule” in synagogue management. The Chevra, for.such it really is rather 
than a synagogue exclusively, has just taken measures to attach itself to the

the arrangement recently concluded between the United Synagogue and the 


United Synagogue, while preserving its autonomy intact. 


German Synagogue with regard to burials—an arrangement the significance 
of which far transcends its intrinsic importance. The German Synagogue, 
although it possesses a place of worship, is, as we have said, to all intents and 
purposes a Chevra.

Save and except that its members are mostly German 


‘ minor” synagogues that abound in Spitalfields and Whitechapel. An 
arrangement by which it secures burial rights for its members in return for 
a fixed annual payment to the United Synagogue is a matter for congratula- 
tion from other points of view. besides that of the interests of the German 
Synagogue. The latter body have undoubtedly made-a good bargain. For 
a fixed anount they have secured privileges for which in other circumstances 
the members would always b> liableto have to pay an indefinite price. But the 
other contracting party will also not fail to reap an equal share of the accruing 
benefit. The chief advantage which the United Synagogue will gain is one 
which cannot be expressed in any formula of pounds, shillings and pence, 
The recent convention with the German Synagogue adds a fresh increment 
of moral strength to the Union. 

Every extension of the boundaries of the United Synagogue affords 
ground for unalloyed satisfaction. We have all Jong since come to agree 
that the principle which lies at the root of the Union is an admirable one, 
however much we may differ as tothe extent to which the General Council 
should exercise control in every detail of local expenditure. 
the autonomy of a synagogue may still be possible notwithstanding that it 
be federated to, or amalgamated with other synagogues. If it be a good thing 
that the three City Synagogues should have banded themselves together for 


To preserve 


mutual help it must be a still better thing that other synagogues should 
join the league for the same purpose. But it is not the organization imme- 
diately concerned which is the only gainec by such additions to its strength. 
Every accession of power gained by the United Synagogue means a fresh 
step towards communal consolidation. The more closely congregations are 
knit together, the stronger become the bonds which unite the various sec- 
tions of the community. It must surely be better for the general body that 
a system of co-operation should be established to connect its different ele- 
ments than that it should be broken up into isolated fragments which only 
the slenderest ties bind together. Especially is this true of the relations 
between our foreign brethren and the rest of the community. The most 
difficult of communal problems is that arising from the rapid increase which 
has taken place in the last few years in the numbers of the foreign poor. 
Their poverty is by no means the sole source of the communal embarrass- 
ment, At least equally grave is the fact that they represent a state of 
society utterly different from that which prevails in this country. Herein 
obviously lies a serious element of weakness, if not of positive danger, for 
the community. It is clear that the ideas and habits of the Russo-Jewish 
immigrant must exercise no mean iniluence upon the character and the 
destiny of the general body of English Jews and upon the estimate which is 
formed of them by their neighbours. It needs hut a casual visit to one of 
the many Jewish quarters at the Kast End to make it clear that a little 
Russia has sprung up of late in the very heart of England, and that the 


chief sufferer from the fact must be the Anglo-Jewish community. 


The question is, how are the denizens of this strange land to be 
reseed ? How are we to attach them to the community, to make our 
thoughts their thoughts, and our ways their ways? Surely one of the most 
obvious methods is that offered by the Synagogue. ‘The only force which 
makes the Russian immigrant an organising éntity is the Chevra. This, at 
any rate, unites him with his fellow-Jew. What can be clearer than ‘that 
the Chevra must be utilised if he is to be united with the community. Ifa 
certain source of weakness is to be converted into an equally certain source 
of strength attempts must be made to attach the minor synagogues to the 
United Synagogue. It is because the new arrangement with the German 
Synagogue shows how this most desirable consummation may be effected that 
it is so significant. The movement initiated with respect to the German 
Synagogue may well be continued until it reaches the smallest of small 
Polish Chevras. The change which has taken place in the policy of our 
men of light and leading in regard to this question is notable. It is not so 
many years ago since the Sandy's Row Synagogue was frowned upon for 
daring to exist, and when the idea of the consecration of. its present place 
of worship was not deemed worthy of the favour which the presence at the 
ceremony of the highest ecclesiastical authority would have bestowed upon 
it.. Now, with a kindred Chevra, the United Synagogue readily makes a 
treaty of “reciprocity” in burial arrangements extending over a period of 
at least six years. The time is not very distant, we hope, when even Sandy's 
Row Synagogue itself may secure similar rights, the possession of which must 
inevitably exercise a good effect upon the character of the members of the 
Chevras, by fosteringa spirit of self-helpfulness. Hitherto such persons have 
made little orno provision forthe burial of theirdead, They have left such things 
to chance and—as the Treasurers know to their sorrow—to the United Syna- 
gogue.

The new Ge-man Synagogue in Spital Square was consecrated on Sunday aiter- 
noon by the Rev. Dr. Hermann Adler, Delegate Chief Kabbi. Among the me

Bamberger, Louis Samuel Montaga, Lewis Solomon (Architect of the Synagogue), 
H. Landau, L. Ososki, and the following gentlemen, who are intimate/y associates: 
with the management of the Synagogue: Messrs. H. Berliner (President), +. I, 
Berlin, J.M Boekbinder, L. Denhof, L. Freudenberger, D. Goldstein, W. Klingenstein, 
B. Koppel, J. Levy, B.S, Phillips, and 8. Wallach. Mrs. 8. Montagu and Mrs. 
Hermann Adler were, on their arrival, presented with magnificent bouquets by Mr. 
Berliner. 

Prior to the religious service, Mr. S. Montagu, M.P., performed the ceremony ot 
fixing the Commemorative Tablet of the opening of the synagogue. This cere mony 
took place in the entrance-hall in the presence of the Executive and the members 
of the Building Committee. Mr. Berliner handed to Mr. Montagu a handsome silver 
trowel, subscribed for by the members of the synagogue. The following inscription 
was engraved on the trowel: 


Presented by the members of the German &ynagocue Samuel Montugn, Kaq., M.P., on the 
occasion of his laying the Crowning Stone of the new Garman Synagogue, Spital Syuare, 17th of 
January, lith of Shebat, 1886 —5645. 


‘The trowel was manufactured by Mr. A. A. Sandhein, 5, Ladbroke Grove, who ais» executed 
the work of renovating and regilding the ornamcats for the Scrvils of the Law.) 

Mr. Montagu briefly acknowledged the gift, which he said was the recond of its 
kind he had received in his life, and then. having fixed the Tablet, said: I declare 
this stone to be well and truly laid. 

The ordinary Consecration Service was then proceeded with in the Synagogue, 
and was efficiently conducted by the Rev. A. Gordon, the Reader, assisted by the 
choir, who sang to the accompaniment of a harmonium. After the reading of 
Mincha, 

The Rev. Dr. HERMANN ADLER delivered the following -ermon : 

My Dear brethren,—When we assemble to consecrate a new synagogue te the 
service of our God and the maintenance of our sacred faith, it is meet that we 
should reflect upon the lofty truths of our religion and the solemn duties it 
inculeates. With this view 1 will quote a few words from the Song of Moses we 
read yesterday, words which we may regard as the key-note of all our duties, and 
of all the sources ef life's true happiness, They run thus : (Exodus chap. xv. 2.) 
“He is my God and I will glorify Him, my father’s Godand I willexalt Him.’ 
How exquisitely simple are these words! And yet they give expression to the 
highest stage of faith, which a human mind can attain. ‘>y¢ Ay.“ This is my God.” 
In these two words, the Jewish creed is expressed in all its pure sublimity, in all 
its sublime purity. Nothing in the Heaven above or in the Earth beneath is used 
as a symbol or emblem of the Eternal. This is my God, One and Indivisible, There 
is no need for any mediator or intercessor ‘sx AY, “ This is »y God.” Man etands 
face to face with his Creator. He is the only Teacher, Guide and Comforter of 
mankind. This is my God, who reveals Himself on every page of the great open 
book of the universe, who engraves His name on the rock tablets of the world, Who 
letters it in fire mid the stars of heaven, Who inscribes it on the snow He scatters 
like wool, on the ice He casteth forth, on the wind He causeth to blow, on the 
waters Hesendeth forth, ‘3x ‘59, The God of my Father.” He who reveals 
Himself, not only in the book of nature, but also in the wondrous history of our 
race, in the marvellous redemption at the Red Sea, in our supernatural preservation 
unto thisday. This God is the Author and Ruler of allthings, the father of ell 
souls, who wills our absolute righteousness and must be obeyed ; who wills our 
highest good and must be entirely trusted. This verily is the core and essence 
of Judaism ; it lies at the foundation, dimmed, alas ' and obscured, of the religions 
acknowledged by all civilised nations. There are certain brilliant writers whi rise 
up in our day and assert, This childlike faith was beautiful and useful in the 
early stages of civilisation when man was young, to educate and to restrain him, 
but now that he has arrived at maturity, this faith can be dispensed with. Mank nd 
no longer requires leading strings: he can govern himself by his intellect : all that 
he now needs are the teachings of science and of her votaries. 

Now at first sight, bretliren, this argument seems plausible enough ; vet a little 
serious reflection will be sufficient to detect its hollowness. Let us just consider the 
real meaning of this assumption. A simpleton once observed : “I cannot for the 
life of me understand why people prate so much about the value of the sur, He 
shines by day when all around is light. Surely the moon is much more useful to us 
for she lights up the darkness of the night.’ The observation secms very foolish. 
But just consider. Is it not a fair representation of the argument used by these 
philosophers? They assert, ‘ We do not in this enlightened age require the childlike 
belief of former ages.” What is it but this same faith in God, this love of Him. to 

which is due all the advancement which the race of man has hitherto made in 
virtue and humanity, in all that constituies true civilisation? What is it but the 
light which has flashed from Sinai's crest, “The commardment which ia a 
lamp, and the law which is a luminary” that has filled the universe 
> with enlightenment Ahyone who carefully notes the 
passing around will confess, that if ’ 
distance, if there are dangerse—and who can cd: ny their existence )— 
that threaten the fabric of our civilisation, they are due to a weakening of this 
belief in the human heart, and that if idolatries are at last to be uprooted, if souls 
darkened by doubt and despair are to be lightened and brightened, if the strife and 
jealousies and controversies are to be dispelled, which with their wars and tumults 
have hitherto rent mankind in twain, this can only be accomplished by the universal 
acknow ledgment of the undying immutable elements of Judaism contained in the 
Word", ni,“ is my God,’ with its revelation of the Unseen, its aspiration 
for the Spiritual. There are some who imagine that this is a doctrine t 
and abstruse to be grasped by the mind ofachild, Rut they are altogether mistaken. 
We put an unjustly low estimate upon the power of comprehension possessed by the 
infant mind, y he great German poet, Schiller, has truly observed, “ Und was kein 
Verstand der Verstindigen sieht, Gas iibet in Einfalt ein kindlich Gem ith,” “And 
what the “ ledom of the wise fails to comprehend is seen by the child-like mind in 
its simplicity.’’

Oh, my dear brethren, that you would fully understand this, that 
Judaism is a religion of action, that our acknowledgment of God must be proved by 
the righteousness and honesty and truthfulness of our dealings with our fellow- 
men. That hand which in the morning placed the Tefillin on head and arm, can 
it be guilty of using false weights and measures’? Dare it be defiled with cheating, 
with using an unfair advantage, with grinding down the poor by har | work and 
low wages, with usurious rates of interest, with extortionate rentals’ Thoee lips 
which have uttered the praises of the Most High, will they be polluted with slan- 
derous, quarrelsome, deceitful words, with false swearing ?- And you must glorify 
God by determiuing gratefully and joyfally to keep sacred His holy Sabbaths and 
Festivals. It grieves me bitterly when I hear that among our working classes, who 
heretofore showed such praiseworthy willingness to make sacrifices, laxity in keep- 
ing the day of Rest is creeping in, that workmen may be seen on the Sabbath day 
carrying their work, that shops are filled with Jews and Jewesses, who make their 
purchases on the sacred day, and that there are Jewish employers of labour who 
will not take their own brethren into their service unless they consent to violate 
the holiness of the day by tabour. Do these profaners of the Sabbath realize to 
themselves of what a precious gift they thus wilfully rob themselves? You remem- 
ber what is said in Naw that the Sabbath was already instituted 
at Marah, ‘There is a tullness of meaning in these words. At Marah when the 
children of Israel fainting, footsore, parched with thirst as they were, suffered the 
bitter pangs of disappointment, there they could understand and appreciate all that 
the Sabbath is to the wearie! child of toil—a delightful resting place in this wil- 
derness of earth, a fountain of sweet waters, wherein to quench our thirst for all 
that is good and true and deautiful,aye,a foretaste of the life to come. And of this 
heavenly boon you will in your blindness deprive yourselves’? You remember what 
is written at the end of the AW3L'D (3° 73 OM “ That the Holy One, Blessed be 
He, will hereafter cause every righteous man to inherit 310 worlds.’

The toast was enthusiastically received, 


Mr. MonTAGU, in responding, said that his first duty was to tender the thanks 
of one and all to Dr. Hermann Adler for hia admirable sermon. He felt sure that 
the words of wisdom uttered by the reverend doctor would long be remembered, 
The reason why he (Mr. Montagu) had accepted the invitation to take part in that 
day's ceremonial was that because during the last 25 years he had considered it his 
duty to promote the erection of synagogues on two grounds. They all knew and 
lamented the falling off in Sabbath observances to which Dr. Adler had referred in 
the synagogue. That was not only a crime, but, as the French said, it was worse 
than & crime, it was a blunder. Speaking from commercial experience extending 
over 35 years, during which temptations to swerve from the right path had never 
proved irresistible, he could say that adherence to religion gave greater gratifica- 
tion and happiness than fortune could bring. But we should be thankful that the 
synagogues were filled on the Day of Atonement, the New Year, and on some other 
Holidays ; and it was important that this religious link should be strengthened and 
fostered, and that everywhere there should be commojious synagogues with de- 
corous services. Another reason for establishing local synagogues could not be 
repeated too often, especially in that district, It was the destiny of the Jews to be 
scattered all over the world, and all over its cities. The concentration of Jews in 
one district was a danger, and one mode for dispersing them would be found 
in the establishment of synagogues in every locality. Evenin that district, the 
synagogue at the consecration of which they had just assisted, had been much 
need d, and it would be well if the small Chevias abounding in the neighbourhood 
were to unite in erecting a synagogue like the adjacent building. He should have 
been glad if Lord Rothschild had consented to open the synagogue that afternoon, 


The reason why he did not do so was because he clung tothe old idea that 


there were too many synagogues already in existence, and possibly that the German 
Synagogue, like others of its kind, should not be outside the tight embrace 
of the United Synagogue. Lord Rothschild was in error on both grounds. 
There was no longer a superabuncance of synagogues, for the immigration of 
persecuted Jews from Russia, Roumania, and Germany had entirely altered the 
situation. He hoped that in better times the community might be able to construct 
a synagogue where all seats might be free, and where the poor would receive the 
utmost consideration. Then as to the United Synagogue, he was of opinion that it 
exercised too severe a despotism over the different Constituent Synagogues, He would 
not deny that it did much gord, but the tie ought never to have been stronger 
» than one of federation of the several synagogues. As it waa, the trustees held the 
> ground qn which the synagogues stood; the Scrolls of the Law. and even the 
= Prayer books were theirs. No salaries could be increased, no gratuities given, even 
= no flowers could be purchased without the sanction of the United Synagogue. 
™ Much as he desired union and concerted action among all congregations, he felt that 
“ the tie which bound the different Constituent Synagogues together was so hard and

The Member of Parliament 
Wor Whitechapel being a Jew, and an earnest Jew, no more sacred duty devolved on 
Shim than to assist in the erection of many commodious synagogues to accommodate 
ethe large number of their brethren dwelling in his borough, Dr. Adler dissented 
rom Mr. Montagu’s views as to an alteration in the name of the German Synagogue, 
Bie (Dr. Adler) favoured its retention, for the word “ German” and love for the 
atherland might perhaps act as a magnet, and induce those Jews of German 
Mmationality who held aloof from other synagogues, to attend and contribute to that 
particular place of worship. In conclusion, Dr, Adler expressed bis satisfaction at 
the excellence of the day's arrangements.

JEWISH HIGH SCHOOL 


Mr. Samuel Moses, B.A. (Trinity College, Oxford), delivered a lecture on the 
subject of “ Dreams,” at the Jewish High School for Girls, Chenies Street, on 
Thursday, the lith inst. Mr. Joseru SepaG-MONTEFIORE presided. 

Mr. Moses pointed out that all dreaming states were characterised by increased 
automatic action of the brain, and by a weakening of the controlling power of the 
will over the direction of thought’ These peculiarities were exemplified with in- 
creasing distinctness in all states of dreaming rising from mere mental abstraction, 
reveries and day-dreams, to the dreams of sleep, sonnambulism and mesmeriem, and 
ultimately to the hallucinations of delirium and insanity, The lecturer then drew 
attention to the rapidity of dream-thought, and to the question whether dreaming 
was confined to the transitional state between sleeping and waking, or whether it 
was continuous throughout the whole of sleep, or whether it was neither the one 
nor the other, but occurred at chance intervals. It was shown that in most cases 
dreaws could be explained as arising from previous impressions on the mind, from 
the condition of the internal organs, or from an awkward or stiained position of 
the muscles. Reference was made to the visions and dreams of the Bible, the oracles 
of classical times, the professional interpreters of dreams in the East, and to the 
supposed prophetic nature of dreams generally, and it was made apparent tha‘ in 
some cases it was possible to induce or suggest dreams of a definite nature. 

At the close of the lecture, which was attentively listened to by the audience, 
the CHAIRMAN proposed a vote of thanks to Mr. Moses, and spoke in complimentary 
terms of his school and University successes, and of the promise which they held 
out of a bright career for the young student. :

THE JERUSALEM ScHOOL,.—English Jews, a section of them at least, are likely 
to’_have an opportunity of personally convincing themselves of the practical good 
which is being done at the Baron Lionel Rothschild School in Jerusalem. An exhibi- 
tion is to be held in Liverpool during the prezent year, opening in May next, and it is 
proposed to send as exhibits a variety of articles manufacturel in the workshops 
of the school. The exhibits will include locks and keys such as are used in 
Jerusalem, as also different specimens in ure in England, iroa bedsteads, hammers, 
candlesticks, pipes, boots, shoes, and slippers, bedding, Eastern costumes, fittings 
for modern divans, models in clay and plaster, drawings and sketches. This list may 
possibly be extended. A stop has been put in Jerusalem to the manufacture of 
articles in olive wood, the local authorities having prohibited the sale of this kind 
of wood. 


Tue SERBO-BULGARIAN WAk.—In addition to numerous acts of patriotism,.to 
some of which we have alrealy given prominence, the Jewish community in Sofia, 
the Bulgarian capital, organiced at ils own expense an ambulance which from the 
commencement of the war until the cessation of hostilities rendered great services 
to a large number of sick and wounded. The Jewish ambulance was visited by 
many high personages, among others by M. Karaveloff, President of the Council! of 
Ministers, who thanked the community for its patriotic seutiments, and promised to 
acquaint the Prince with its latest act of generosity. Mr. Kennett-Barrington, of 
London, one of the Delegates of the English Red Cross Society, likewise inspected 
the ambutance, and expressed his satisfaction with its excellent organisation.

Their travelling expenses, us well as the preliminary 
eosts for their establishment in their new homes, have been been paid for from 
public funds,

After the destruction of the second Temple, in the age of the Mishnah, there 
were many copies of Scripture in existence. We find for instance mentioned glosses 
found in a copy made by R. Meir, a great doctor and a professional scribe. Curions 
enough some of these glosses or variations have been lately discovered in a Midraeh, 
compiled in the eleventh century, taken from aacroll carried away by the Romans 
after the capture of Jerusalem. That is the earliest MS. of the Law on the Penta- 
teuch, although lost as many others, but out of which not less than 32 variations 
from our Massoretic text are preserved. Josephus in his description of the triumph 
which Vespasian held at Rome after his capture of Jerusalem says amongst others, 
(vii. 5 of the Wars). “ But for those that were taken in the temple of Jerusalem, 
they made the greatest figure of them all ; that is the golden table, of the weight 
of mans talents; the candlestick also. that was made of gold, and the last of all the 
spoils was carried the Law of the Jews.’ Towards the end of the s»me chapter, he 
says, ‘whilst Vespasianus laid up in a Temple of Peace, as ensigns of his glory, 
those golden vessels and instruments that were taken from the Jewish Temple, 
still he gave orders that they should lay up their Law, and the purple veils of 
the Holy place. in the Royal Palace itself, and keep them there.” What was the 
reason that the great conqueror took such care to carry with hima copy of the Law 
and assign it to such an honourable place, whilst Titus, as Josephus mentions in the 
75th chapter of his autobiography, presented him with many other codices captured 
by him, and whilst on the other hand, as the Talmud relates in a legend, they were 
destroyed and profaned by him and his soldiers. No doubt it must have been a 
precious copy of the Law, to which the Temple authorities attached special value, 
and this copy reached Rome about 70 A.p. Of course this precious Scroll was destroyed 
with many other treasures of the city of the world together with the vess-ls of the 
Jerusalem Temple. But we shall see at once that this precious MS. did not always 
remain in the Imperial Palace, for it was handed over to a synagogue after 220 4 p 
In this Midrash, compiled in the Ilth century by Rabti Moses, the preacher, at 
Narbonne, 32 variants are mentioned in the Pentateuch, found in the Law 
which was carried captive from Jerusalem to Rome, and was preserved in the syna. 
gogue of Asverus, (The Aramaic wording of this sentence may claim authenticity). 
Before mentioning a few of the most important variations, the synagogue of Asverus 
has to be identified. Thie has, indeed, been done by Herr Epstein, of Vienna, in a 
German essay, of which I will reproduce the «ubstance. Asverus, according to 
Oriental spelling, represents the name of Severus, Now there might have been a 
synagogue at Rome built by a proselyte with the name of Severus, although this is 
improbable, since the proselytes received usually Hebrew names. Besides. by what 
influence could a private person obtain a treasure laid up in the Imperial Palace? 

But let us see if we cannot find traces of an Emperor Severus, who was friendly to 
the Jews as Julian was. The Talmud of Jerusalem relates that Antoninus took 
information at the school of Rabbi (the redactor of the Mishnah) about the building 
of an altar and about preparing incense, a fact from which we may conclude that 
this Emperor intended to build a worshipping-place similar to that of Jerusalem 
for his Jews at Rome. This Antoninus has been identified, with very good reason 

by the eminent historian of the Jews, Dr. Graetz, with Antoninus Alexander 
Severus. On the other hand, we may infer from Lampridius that Severus was con* 
sidered a friend of the Jews, Lampridius says that Severus was called at a public 
feast by men of Alexandria and Antiochia, Archisynagogus and high priest, This 
is perhaj sa direct allusion to the synagogue built by him with a kizid of altar in 
it. Te this synagogue the Emperor transferred the precious Scroll, out of which 
the Rabbi of Narbonne reports 32 variations. I shall only mention a few, intel- 
ligible also for those who are not Hebrew scholars. Some of them are 
corrupt in the MS,, and not intelligible as yet. Genesis xviii. 21-22 we read - 
‘And the Lord said, Because the ory of Sodom and Gomorrah is great, 
and because their sin is very grievous, I will go down now, and see whether they 
have done altogether according to the cry of it, which is come unto Me.” The 


Severus MS. reads “their cry,” which is parallel to “their 
sin’ in the previous verse. Indeed, the Septuagint translates kraugten 
auton, and so also the Aramaic translations. Genesis 24,7: “ The

Fast Days. Nota leaf of these copies is known at present. We may ask where are 
these copies which were not provided with the vowel-points, introduced in the sixth 
century only? Have they all perished io the frequent persecutions of the Jews, or 
were they destroyed when the vowel-points were introduced, or do fragments of 
them still exist in some old synagogue, hidden away in remote corners ? I hope the 
last suggestion is correct, and that after thorough researches in the East some of 
these fragments may be brought to light, as was the case with the Codex Sinai- 
ticus. Many MSS. now lost are indeed mentioned in the Massorah as well as by early 
commentators and in the Jewish chronicles. In the first instance I have to mention 
the famous Codex Hilali or Hilleli, which some attributs to Hillel the elder, but 
others, more correctly, to a Moses con of Hillel, of uncertain date. Moses Zakkuth 
(in his chronicle composed about 1500) reports that in the year 1956 A.M.—1196, 
there was a great persecution at Leon in Spain. At that time the famous odex Hilleli, 
which was written 600 years before that time, viz., about 600 A.D,, was carried away 
from Leon, and was used for collation and correction of the existing MSS. both in 
Spain and elsewhere. I saw of it, says Zakkuth, the parts containing the Prophets, 
written in large and carefully executed characters, at Bugia, in Africa, whither it 
was brought after the exile from Portugal. According to David Kimchi and Jacob 
ben Eleazer, as stated in their grammars and dictionaries, this famous codex was in 
the 12th century at Toledo. Let us hope that it may still be unearthed one day in 
one of the synagogaes of the East, since so many others have been brought to light 
from their hiding places in the Orient by the late Karaitic Chief, Firkowitz, The 
variations quoted from this MSS, are very numerous, and MS. Bibles at Modena and 
at Madrid have a long if not complete list of them, They will be published by Dr. 
Ginsburg in his learned edition of the Massorah, from Yemen MSS. Perhaps Hillehi 
means the codex writtcn at Hillah near Bagdad, just as the Codex Zanbuki which is 
often quoted in opposition to the Hilleli, isa MS, written at Zanbuk on the Tigris. 
Variations of codices of the Pentateuch are quoted by Elijah Levita under the name 
of the Pentateachs called Jericho and Sinai, which names undoubtedly mean locali- 
ties where the MSS. were written. Jericho, for instance, could mean Lunel, io 
France. Dr. G‘nsburg has lately found a list of the various readings of the Codex 
Jericho which he will also publish in his Massorah. Besides these codices, variations 
fourd in codices of Jerusalem, of a revised codex, of Erfurt, of Wiirzburg and others 
are quoted. The most numerous quotations (chiefly bearing on vowel-p rints) were 
given from the colicea of the two great Massoretes, ben Asher and ben Naphtali ; 
the work of the latter islost, but of the }former we possess MS3, in Egypt, Aleppo, 
and Cracow. Lists of these variations have -beon several times published. 
The Cairo MS. is dated 895, and this is the oldest MS, we possess at present of biblical 
texts. For the famous Scrolls in the St. Petersburg Library, one of which is dated 
in the colophon of 390, is a simple forgery. A Bible MS. at Cambridge is dated 856 
A.D, and if this date were right, Cambridge would possess the earliest MS. of the 
Bible, Unfortunately, the colophon is tampered with, and Kenovicott, Zunz, Dr, 
Ginsburg a.1d others express their opinion to the fact that this MS, ie of the begin. 
ning of the 13th centary. Dr. Schiller-Szinessy, in his Catalogue which appeared 
in 1876. stil holds to the old date and promises to prove it in an excarsus, Unt’! 
this excurs 1s appears and proves the old date,.I shal! quote it as a 13th century MS. 
The famou; Codex Petropolitanus, containing the Prophets, with superliniar or 60 
called Assycian punctation is of 916, and there are many fragments at St. Peteraburg 
of the 10th century. I have finally to mention a MS. discovered at Kertsch in 
Russia, two years ago, with a peculiar form of writing, which may derive from the 
Khazars. My learned friend, Dr, Harkavy of St. Petersburg, puts it in the 7th cen- 
fury the latest ; I am of opinion that it is of the eleventh. I am afraid that you 
will find me somehow cantankerous about dates of MSS., and perhaps also in other 
points of Hebrew literature, and at all events you will consider me a pessimist, but 
I cannot help it, since it is my conviction to be so, 

All these early MSS, have been discovered in the last 49 years, for when Kenni- 
coté made his remarkable collations in 1776-1789,and after him De Rossi at Parma 
in 1784-1798, they had both at their disposal MSS. not older than the 12th century, 
and none of th*m written in the East, which are of great value whether for Hebrew 
palaeographyor for the Massorah . 

All biblical M3., (with few exe>ptions) are written in tha so called square 
characters, I siy socalled because this name is of, as I have already mentioned, a 
late date and was given to the Assyrian or Aramaic characters in opposition to the 
cursive characters. These came gradually into use everywhere for the transcription 
of Hebrew work, such as commentaries, grammars, dictionaries, poetry, etc. I do not 
mean to say that the square letters were not used by copyists of other works, but 
what I mean is that the majority of non-biblical MSS. are written in cursive charac- 
ters, which differ according to time and place. Thirty-eight specimens of which I 
hare some proofs hereare taken from MSS. in the Bodleian Library only,as an illustra. 
tion to the forthcoming catalogue of the 2,500 Hebrew MS. of our rich Library, 
but, nevertheles, they give nearly a comple‘e set of the different forms of cursive 
ecript, such as used in Syria, in Spain, in Italy, in Persia, and in France and 
Germany. Perhaps I shall obtain leave to include alaoa specimen of the latest 
writing discovered in Russia,

Baron Bieichréder met this assump- 
tion by rejoining that a Jew would hardly dare enter the country with such a 
subterfuge, and that in any case a passport only held good for a single person.

“ SHOXTHAND Notes.”-—Mr. Matthias Levy, one of the few ‘stenographers who 
retain sufficient initiative for original composition, has published (Reeves and 
Turner) a collection of cases on shorthand notes that will be of real use to the legal 
profession, Every modern case of authority in which the costs and practice of 
shorthand notes are discussed is, so far as we have been able to judge, contained in 
this handy volume. Taking a lofty view of his own profession, the author natur- 
ally wishes to supersede the notes of judges and connsel by the so-called verbatim 
record of the shorthand-writer. Unfortunately, those experienced in reading tran- 
scripte know that what is called a shorthand note is too often full of inaccuracies 
and while preserving the “ you knows” and “I should says’ with wearisome itera- 
tion, s.metimes blunders over pregnant statements, while it necessarily omits the 
gestures and pauses by which the important part of a story may be told, 
Kdited by the legal representatives on each side, with an appeal to the judge while 
the matter is fresh, an official note by a really good shorthand writer might be 
useful, if only those who employed it would remember, what is too often forgotten, 
that the phonographer, who is only a note-taker, and not a descriptive reporter also 
tells but half the tale.

(Continued from January Vat.) 

After the destruction of the second Temple, in the age of the Mishnah, there 
were many copies of Scripture in existence. We find for instance mentioned glosses 
found in a copy made by R. Meir, a great doctor and a professional scribe. Curious 
enough some of these glosses or variations have been lately discovered in a Midraeh, 
compiled in the eleventh century, taken from aacroll carried away by the Romans 
after the capture of Jerusalem. That is the earliest MS. of the Law on the Penta- 
teuch, although lost as many others, but out of which not less than 32 variations 
from our Massoretic text are preserved. Josephus in his description of the triumph 
which Vespasian held at Rome after his capture of Jerusalem says amongst others, 
“ But for those that were taken in the temple of Jerusalem, 
they made the greatest figure of them all ; that is the golden table, of the weight 
of mans talents ; the candlestick also, that was made of gold, and the last of all the 
spoils was carried the Law of the Jews.” Towards the end of the sisme chapter, he 
says, “ whilst Vespasianus laid up in a Temple of Peace, as ensigns of his glory, 
those golden vessels and instruments that were taken from the Jewish Temple, 
still he gave orders that they should lay up their Law, and the purple veils of 
the Holy place. in the Royal Palace itself, and keep them there.” What was the 
reason that the great conqueror took such care to carry with hima copy of the Law 
and assign it to such an honourable place, whilst Titus, as Josephus mentions in the 
75th chapter of his autobiography, presented him with many other codices captured 
by him, and whilst on the other hand, as the Talmud relates in a legend, they were 
destroyed and profaned by him and his soldiers. No doubt it must have been a 
precious copy of the Law, to which the Temple authorities attached special value, 
and this copy reached Rome about 70 A.p. Of course this precious Scroll was destroyed 
with many other treasures of the city of the world together with the vess-Is of the 
Jerusalem Temple. But we shall see at once that this precious MS, did not always 
remain in the Imperial Palace, for it was handed over to a synagogue after 220 4 p 
In this Midrash, compiled in the lith century by Rabti Moses, the preacher, at 
Narbonne, 32 variants are mentioned in the Pentateuch, found in the Law 
which was carried captive from Jerusalem to Rome, and was preserved in the syna. 
gogue of Asverus, (The Aramaic wording of this sentence may claim authenticity). 
Before mentioning a few of the most important variations, the synagogue of Asverus 
has to be identified, This has, indeed, been done by Herr Epstein, of Vienna, in a 
German essay, of which I will reproduce the tubstance, Asverus, according to 
Oriental spelling, represents the name of. Severus, Now there might have been a 
synagogue at Rome built by a proselyte with the name of Severus, although this is 
improbable, since the proselytes received usually Hebrew names. Besides, by what 
influence could a private person obtain a treasure laid up in the Imperial Palace? 
But let us see if we cannot find traces of an Empéror Severus, who was friendly to 
the Jews as Julian was, The Talmud of Jerusalem relates that Antoninus took 
information at the school of Rabbi (the redactor of the Mishnah) about the building 
of an altar and about preparing incense, a fact from which we may conclude that 
this Emperor intended to build a worshipping-place similar to that of Jerusalem 
for his Jews at Rome. This Antoninus has been identified, with very good réasop 
by the eminent historian of the Jews, Dr. Graetz, with Antoninus Alezander 
Severus. On the other hand, we may infer from Lampridius that Severus was con* 
sidered a friend of the Jews, Lampridius says that Severus was called at a public 
feast by men of Alexandria and Antiochia, Archisynagogus and high priest. This 
is perhaps a direct allusion to the synagogue built. by him with a kind of altar in 
it, To this synagogue the Emperor transferred the precious Scroll, out of which 
the Rabbi of Narbonne reports 32 variations. I shall only mention a few, intel- 
ligible also for those who are not Hebrew scholars. Some of them are 
corrupt in the MS., and not intelligible as yet. Genesis xviii, 21-22 we read :

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Not a leaf of these copies is known at present. We may ask where are 
these copies which were not provided with the vowel-pointa, introduced in the sixth 
century only? Have they all perished in the frequent persecutions of the Jews, or 
were they destroyed when the vowel-points were introduced, or do ee of 
them still exist in some old synagogue, hidden away in remote corners | I hope the 
last suggestion is correct, and that after thorough researches in the East some of 
these fragments may be brought to light, as was the case with the Codex Sinai- 
ticus. Many MSS. now lost are indeed mentioned in the Massorah as well as by early 
commentators and in the Jewish chronicles. In the first instance I have to mention 
the famous Codex Hilali or Hilleli, which some attribat» to Hillel the elder, but 
others, more correctly, to a Moses eon of Hillel, of uncertain date. Moses Zakkuth 
(in his chronicle composed about 1)00) reports that in the year 1956 A.M.—1196, 
there was a great persecution at Leon in Spain. At that time the famous ( odex Hilleli, 
which was written 600 years before that time, viz., about 600 A.D., was carried away 
from Leon, and was used for collation and correction of the existing MSS, both in 
Spain and elsewhere. I saw of it, says Zakkuth, the parts containing the Prophets, 
written in large and carefully executed characters, at Bugia, in Africa, whither it 
was brought after the exile from Portugal. According to David Kimchi and Jacob 
ben Eleazer, as stated in their grammars and dictionaries, this famous codex was io 
the 12th centary at Toledo, Let us hope that it may still be unearthed one day in 
one of the synagoyaes of the East, since so many others have been brought to light 
from their hiding places in the Orient by the late Karaitic Chief, Firkowitz. The 
variations quoted from this MSS. are very numerous, and MS. Bibles at Modena and 
at Madrid have a long if not complete list of them, They will be published by Dr. 
Ginsburg in his learned edition of the Massorah, from Yemen MSS. Perhaps Hilleli 
means the codex writtcn at Hillah neat Bagdad, just as the Codex Zanbuki which is 
often quoted in opposition to the Hilleli, isa MS, written at Zanbuk oa the Tigris. 
Variations of codices of the Pentateuch are quoted by Elijah Levita under the name 
of the Pentateuchs called Jericho and Sinai, which names undoubtedly mean locali- 
ties where the MSS. were written. Jericho, for instance, could mean Lunel, in 
France. Dr. Ginsburg has lately found a list of the various readings of the Codex 
Jericho which he will also publishin his Massorah. Besides these codices, variations 
fourd in codices of Jerusalem, of a revised codex, of Erfurt, of Wiirzburg and others 
are quoted. The most numerous quotations (chiefly bearing on vowel-p>ints) were 
given from the codices of the two great Massoretes, ben Asher and ben Naphtali ; 
the work of the latter islost, but of the jformer we possess MS3, in Egypt, Aleppo, 
and Cracow. Lists of these variations have been several times published. 
The Cairo MS, is dated 895, and this is the oldest MS, we possess at present of biblical 
texts. For the famous Scrolls in the St. Petersburg Library, one of which is dated 
in the colophon of 390, isa simple forgery. A Bible MS. at Cambridge is dated 856 
AD., and if this date were right, Cambridge would possess the earliest MS. of the 
Bible, Unfortunately, the colophon is tampered with, and Kenvicott, Zunz, Dr, 
Ginsburg and others express their opinion to the fact that this MS. isof the begin. 
ning 6f the 13th centary. Dr. Schiller-Szinessy, in his Catalogue which appeared 
in 1876. stil] holds to the old date and promises to prove it in an excursus, Unt'l 
this excurs 1s appears and proves the old date, I shal! quote it as a 13th century MS. 
The famou:; Codex Petropolitanus, containing the Prophets, with superliniar or so 
called Assyrian punctation is of 916, and there are many fragments at St. Petersburg 
of the 10th century. I have finally to mention a M%. discovered at Kertsch in 

tussia, two years ago, with a peculiar form of writing, which may derive from the 
Khazars. My learned friend, Dr, Harkavy of St. Petersburg, puts it in the 7th cen- 
tury the latest ; I am of opinion that it is of the eleventh. I am afraid that ycu 
will find me somehow cantankerous about dates of MSS., and perhaps also in other 
points of Hebrew literature, and at all events you will consider me a pessimist, but 
I cannot help it, since it is my conviction to be so, 

All these early MSS. have been discovered in the last 49 years, for when Kenni- 
coté made his remarkable collations in 1776-1780,and after him De Rossi at Parma 
in 1784-1798, they had both at their disposal MSS. not older than the 12th century, 
and none of th>m written in the East, which are of great value whether for Hebrew 
palaeographyor for the Massorah., 

All biblical M3., (with few lex. »ptions) are weitten in tha so called square 
characters, I siy 89 called because this name is of, as I have already mentioned, a 
late date and was given to the Assyrian or Aramaic characters in opposition to the 
cursive characters. These came gradually into use everywhere for the transcription 
of Hebrew work, such as commentaries, grammars, dictionaries, poetry, etc. I do not 
mean to say that the square letters were not used by copyists of other works, but 
what I mean is that the majority of non-bi»lical MSS. are written in cursive charac- 
ters, which differ according to time and place. Thirty-eight specimens of which I 
have some proofs hereare taken from MSS. in the Bodleian Library only,as an illustra. 
tion to the forthcoming catalogue of the 2,500 Hebrew MS. of our rich Library, 
but, nevertheless, they give nearly a comple‘e set of the different forms of cursive 
script, euch as used in Syria, in Spain, in Italy, in Persia, and in France and 
Germany. Perhaps I shall obtain leave to include also a specimen of the latest 
writing discovered in Russia.

SHON THAND Nores.” -Mr. Matthias vy, one of the few stenographers who 
retain sufficient initiative for original composition, has published (Reeves and 
Turner) a collection of cases on shorthand notes that will be of real use to the legal 
profession, Every modern case of authority in which the costs and practice of 
shorthand notes are discussed is, so far as we have been able 


to judge, contained in 
this handy volume. Taking a lofty view of his own profession, the author natur- 


ally wishes to supersede the notes of judges and connsel by the so-called verbatim 
record of the shorthand-writer. - Unfortunately, those. experienced in reading tran- 
scripte know that what is called a shorthand note is too often full of inaccuracies 
and while preserving the “you knows” and ‘I should ssys"’ with wearisome itera- 
tion, s.metimes blunders over pregnant statements, while it necessarily omits the 
gestures and pauses by which the important part of a story may be told 
Edited by the legal representatives on each side, with an appeal to the judge while 
the matter is fresh, an official note by a really good shorthand writer might be 
useful, if only those who employed it would remember, what is too often forgotten 
that the phonographer, who is only a note-taker, and not a descriptive reporter also, 
tells but half the tale. The great thing toavoidis “ correction " by witnesses, We have 
seen the whole sting taken out of a transcript of evidence before a Parliamentary 
Committee by a witness who had been so handled that all the audience knew what 
he was worth, though he was aft: rwards permitted to garble the note, and the Blue- 
book hands him down to posterity as a fairly credible authority,
